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This  publication  is  a  revision  of  a  processed  report  that  was  issued 
in  November  19^7  under  this  same  title.    No  changes  in  procedure  have 
been  made,  but  a  fev  changes  should  be  noted. 

The  average  factor  for  the  United  States  given  at  the  bottom  of 
tables  2,  k,  and  5  have  been  revised  because  of  shifts  in  numbers  of  live- 
stock by  States,  thus  affecting  the  national  average.    The  most  important 
use  of  animal  units  on  a  State  or  national  basis  is  in  the  comparison  of 
the  feed  requirements  of  livestock  vith  the  feed  supply  at  a  given  time. 
The  series  of  animal  units  for  the  United  States  heretofore  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  was  based  exclusively  on  the 
numbers  of  livestock  on  farms  January  1.    It  did  not  include  the  many 
hogs  and  poultry  that  are  fed  during  the  year  that  are  not  on  hand 
January  1.    The  series  presented  in  this  report  includes  all  livestock 
and  poultry  fed  in  a  year  rather  than  only  those  on  hand  January  1. 
Another  difference  is  that  this  series  is  computed  by  States  whereas 
the  former  series  was  computed  only  for  the  United  States.    The  feeding 
year  beginning  October  1  has  been  used  as  the  year  to  which  the  animal 
units  relate.       October  1  is  the  beginning  of  the  crop  year  for  corn  and 
can  be  used  for  other  feeds  as  well. 

This  animal  unit  was  constructed  so  that  it  represents  about  the 
same  quantity  of  feed  in  one  part  of  the  country  as  in  another.  An 
"average"  milk  cow  in  the  United  States  is  used  as  the  base  animal  unit 
in  this  study.    An  average  milk  cow  in  New  York  consumes  more  feed  than 
does  the  average  cow  in  the  Un5ted  States  and  therefore  is  more  than  one 
animal  unit,    but  in  several  other  States  the  average  milk  cow  is  less  than 
one  animal  unit.    The  animal  units  given  in  this  report  are  designed  to 
apply  at  the  State  and  national  levels,  but  are  not  necessarily  suitable 
for  applying  to  individual  farms  or  groups  of  farms. 

The  animal  units  given  in  this  report  for  the  years  1919-20  to 
19kQ-k9  were  compiled  by  multiplying  the  number  of  each  kind  of  livestock 
in  each  State  by  a  constant  factor  of  feed  consumption.    Thus,  any  trend 
in  feed  fed  per  head  for  a  particular  class  of  livestock  over  a  period  of 
years  is  not  accounted  for.    Furthermore,  any  changes  in  the  production 
per  head  of  milk  or  eggs,  or  in  the  weight  of  hogs  are  disregarded. 
This  may  make  the  data  somewhat  misleading  for  some  classes  of  livestock 
in  some  States,  but  when  all  classes  are  combined  any  such  defect  is 
probably  not  serious. 

The  tabulation  below  shows,  for  the  United  States,  the  quantity  of 
all  concentrates  fed  per  grain-consuming  animal  unit  and  the  disappearance 
of  hay  per  roughage -consuming  unit,  from  1926-27  to  19^7-48    (table  l) .

These  data  reflect  not  only  changes  in  feed  consumption  per  head 
but  vide  variations  in  feed  supply,  price,  and  demand,  and  in  production 
per  head  of  livestock.    Apparently  there  was  no  significant  trend  in  the 
quantity  of  feed  concentrates  fed  per  grain-consuming  animal  unit,  from 
1926  to  19^0.    During  and  since  the  war  livestock  have  generally  been  fed 
grain  rather  liberally.    Production  per  head  of  milk  and  eggs  has  been 
high.    Hogs  have  been  marketed  at  above-average  weights.    Therefore  in 
recent  years  one  animal  unit  has  represented  a  larger-than-average  input 
of  feed  as  compared  with  earlier  years. 

Three  sets  of  animal  units  are  presented  in  this  report  (1)  grain- 
consuming  livestock,  (2)  roughage -consuming  livestock,  and  (3)  grain  and 
roughage -consuming  livestock.    Animal  units  of  grain- consuming  livestock 
are  intended  to  show  the  number  of  all  kinds  of  livestock  combined  that 
consume  concentrated  feeds  of  all  kinds,  including  grain  and  byproduct 
feeds  but  excluding  corn  in  silage.    Animal  units  of  roughage -consuming 
livestock  are  intended  to  show  the  number  of  all  kinds  of  livestock  com- 
bined that  consume  hay,  silage,  stover,  straw,  pasture,  range  forage,  and 
other  roughages.    Animal  units  of  grain  and  roughage -consuming  livestock 
are  intended  to  show  the  number  of  all  kinds  of  livestock  combined  that 
consume  all  feed  including  concentrates,  hay,  pasture,  and  other  roughage. 

in  each  case  an  animal  unit  is  the  equivalent  in  feed  consumption 
of  one  average  milk  cow.    In  19h-5-h6,  for  example,  there  were  75,3^7^000 
animal  units  of  roughage -consuming  livestock.    This  means  that  all  of  the 
farm  livestock  of  this  country  in  V^^-kG  consumed  as  much  roughage  as 
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would  be  consumed  by  75,3^7,000  milk  cows,  at  the  constant  rate  of  con- 
sumption used  in  the  calculations.    Also  all  of  the  livestock  in  19^5-^6 
consumed  as  much  grain  as  167, 817,000  milk  cows  would  have  consumed,  at 
the  constant  rate  of  consumption. 

The  rates  of  feed  consumption  in  1941-2+2  were  used  in  this  report. 
These  rates  are  intermediate  between  the  higher  rates  of  recent  years 
and  the  lower  rates  of  the  years  before  19^1. 

The  animal  units  were  computed  by  multiplying  the  number  of  differ- 
ent classes  of  cattle,  sheep,  horses  and  mules,  and  hens  and  pullets,  on 
farms  on  January  1  in  each  State,  by  factors  that  reflect  the  feed  con- 
sumption of  these  classes  for  a  year.    In  addition,  the  number  of  pigs 
saved,  and  chickens  and  turkeys  raised,  are  multiplied  by  factors  that 
represent  their  feed  consumption  in  a  year.    Thus,  the  total  for  a  given 
kind  of  livestock  or  of  all  livestock  gives  the  animal  units  fed  in  a 
year  and  not  just  the  animal  units  of  livestock  on  farms  on  January  1. 

The  factors  have  been  worked  out  by  States,  using  the  U.  S.  average 
annual  feed  consumption  of  one  milk  cow  in  19^1-^2  as  the  basic  unit. 
One  unit  of  grain -consuming  livestock  represents  about  the  same  quantity 
of  grain  and  other  concentrates  in  terms  of  feed  nutrients  fed  in  each 
State,    l/   Likewise,  a  unit  of  roughage -consuming  livestock  represents 
about  the  same  quantity  of  feed  nutrients  coming  from  hay,  pasture,  and 
other  roughages,  in  each  State.    An  animal  unit  of  grain  and  roughage - 
consuming  livestock  represents  the  same  quantity  of  feed  of  all  kinds 
combined  in  every  State.    The  animal  units  by  States  or  by  groups  of 
States  may  be  compared  with  each  other  without  much  distortion,  with 
respect  to  general  feed  requirements. 

The  animal  units  fed  cover  the  feeding  year  beginning  October  1. 
The  year  beginning  October  1  seems  to  be  most  acceptable  as  the  begin- 
ning of  the  feeding  year  both  for  feed  grains  and  for  roughage.    It  is 
the  end  of  the  pasture  season  in  much  of  the  country,  and  although  the 
hay  year  begins  May  1  not  much  hay  is  fed  from  May  1  until  the  follow- 
ing fall.    A  large  part  of  the  feed  supply  for  the  year  beginning 
October  1  is  utilized  by  the  livestock  that  are  on  farms  on  the  follow- 
ing January  1,  and  by  the  pigs,  chickens,  and  turkeys  raised  after 
January  1. 

It  is  intended  that  the  animal  units  will  be  calculated  each  year 
after  the  numbers  of  livestock  on  January  1  are  available  from  reports 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  although  not  all  the  livestock 
that  will  be  fed  in  the  feeding  year  are  known  by  February  or  March. 
The  spring  pig  crop  and  the  number  of  chickens  and  turkeys  to  be  raised 
are  not  known  at  that  time.    The  indications  from  the  December  pig 
report  are  available,  however,  as  well  as  the  number  of  hogs  on  January  1, 
|7    The  quantity  of  feed  consumed  by  milk  cows  as  well  as  for  other 
classes  of  livestock  varies  considerably  from  State  to  State.    See  Jennings, 
R.D.    Feed  Consumed  by  Livestock,  19^1-^2.    Bur.  Agr.  Econ.  19^6. 
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and  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  chickens  and  turkeys  to  be  raised  can 
be  made  from  the  reports  of  intentions.    Thus  a  preliminary  figure  of 
animal  units  to  be  fed  can  be  made  after  the  number  of  livestock  on 
farms  on  January  1  is  known. 

The  factors  used  in  calculating  the  three  classes  of  animal  units 
are  given  in  tables  2,  k,  and  5.    Factors  are  given  for  the  following 
categories  of  cattle  on  farms  January  1,  g/:     (1)  Milk  cows  and  heifers, 
2  years  old  and  over,  (2)  heifers  and  heifer  calves  kept  for  milk,  (3) 
other  (beef)  cows,  2  years  old  and  over,  (k)  cattle  on  feed  3/,  and  (5) 
all  other  cattle.    The  factors  for  cattle  on  feed  January  1  allow  for 
all  the  cattle  that  are  fed  for  market  on  grain  and  other  concentrates 
during  the  entire  feeding  year.    Two  factors  for  sheep  on  farms  January  1,  2/ 
are  given:     (l)  Stock  sheep  and  (2)  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed,  k/  Two 
factors  for  horses  and  mules  are  given:    2/  (l)  Horses  and  mules  2  years 
old  and  over,  and  (2)  all  colts.    One  factor  is  given  for  hogs.  The 
number  of  hogs  fed  is  computed  as  shown  in  footnote  3>  table  2.  Three 
factors  are  shown  for  chickens:    (1)  Hens  and  pullets  on  farms  January  1,  2/ 
(2)  chickens  raised  in  year,  6/  and  (3)  commercial  broilers  produced.  6/ 
The  broilers  are  not  included  in  the  item  chickens  raised.    One  factor  is 
shown  for  turkeys  raised  which  allows  for  the  breeding  flock,  as  well  as 
for  the  turkeys  raised  during  the  year.  7/ 

Not  all  of  the  classes  of  livestock  for  which  factors  are  given 
have  been  estimated  by  the  Bureau  as  far  back  as  1920.    Cattle  on  feed 
have  been  estimated  by  BAE  beginning  in  1930;    the  pig  crops  since  192^; 
hens  and  pullets  January  1  and  chickens  raised  have  been  estimated  since 
192^,  and  turkeys  produced,  since  1929-    The  number  of  animal  units  of 
beef  cattle  in  each  State  (in  the  "grain-consuming  livestock"  and  "grain 
and  roughage-consuming  livestock"  groups)  for  the  years  before  1930  was 
calculated  by  multiplying  the  number  of  beef  cattle  (all  cattle  excluding 
milk  cows  and  milk  heifers  and  heifer  calves)    by  a  factor  obtained  by 
dividing  the  number  of  animal  units  of  beef  cattle  in  1930,  1931>  and 
1932,  by  the  number  of  beef  cattle  on  farms  on  January  1.    A  similar  pro- 
cedure was  used  for  hogs  and  chickens  before  192^.    Animal  units  of  tur- 
keys previous  to  1929  were  omitted. 

The  animal  units  of  roughage -consuming  livestock  for  beef  cattle 
before  1930  were  calculated  by  multiplying  the  number  of  "other  cows"  and 
"other  cattle"  by  the  same  factors  as  in  the  years  after  1930.    The  num- 
ber of  cattle  on  feed  before  1930  is  included  in  the  number  of  other  cattle, 
as  the  factors  for  "cattle  on  feed"  and  other  cattle  are  not  greatly 
different.

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The  total  animal  units  for  grain-consuming  livestock,  roughage- 
consuming  livestock,  and  grain-ana  roughage-consuming  livestock  are  given 
in  tables  7  to  9  by  States.    The  total  animal  units  by  classes  of  livestock 
are  given  by  groups  of  States  in  tables  10  to  12.    The  States  were  grouped 
as  follows: 

New  England  -  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island,  and  Connecticut 

Lower  Northeastern  -  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  and  Maryland 

Com  Belt  -  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Missouri 

Lake  -  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota 

Northern  Plains  -  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas 

Appalachian  -  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
and  North  Carolina 

Southeastern  -  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  and  Alabama 

Delta  -  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana 

Southern  Plains  -  Oklahoma  and  Texas 

Mountain  and  Intermountain  -  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Colorado, 
Utah,  and  Nevada 

Southwestern  -  New  Mexico  and  Arizona 

Pacific  Coast  -  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California 

The  1947-48  animal  units  are  preliminary  to  the  extent  that  the 
estimates  of  the  number  of  chickens  and  turkeys  raised  in  19*4-8  are  revised. 
The  animal  units  for  1948-49  are  preliminary.    The  1948-49  figures  are 
based  on  the  number  of  livestock  on  farms  January  1,  1949 >  which  number 
is  preliminary.    The  spring  pig  crop  of  1949  (used  in  calculating  the 
hogs  fed  in  1948-49)  was  estimated  from  the  December  1948  intentions 
report.    Likewise,  the  chickens,  broilers,  and  turkeys,  to  be  raised  in 
1949,  were  estimated  from  the  intentions  reports  in  early  1949.  Thus, 
the  1948-49  animal  units  may  be  considerably  different  when  they  are 
revised. 

An  example  of  how  ani mal  units  may  be  estimated  for  the  United  States, 
is  given  in  table  6.    The  kind  and  number  of  livestock  on  farms  January  1. 
are  given  first  followed  by  the  number  of  livestock  raised  during  the  year. 
Five  classes  of  cattle  are  given  which  when  added  equals  the  total  number 
of  cattle  on  farms  January.    There  are  two  classes  of  dairy  cattle  which 
are  the  same  as  those  given  in  the  report,  "Livestock  on  Farms,  January  1." 
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The  beef  cattle  have  been  divided  into  three  classes — beef  cows,  cattle 
on  feed,  and  all  other  cattle.    These  are  not  all  the  same  classes  that 
appear  in  the  above-mentioned  report  but  add  to  the  same  total.  The 
number  of  cattle  on  feed  January  1  is  from  a  report  "Cattle  on  Feed 
January  1"  by  the  BAE  issued  in  January  each  year.    The  classes  of  other 
kinds  of  livestock  and  poultry  are  the  same  as  appear  in  the  report  on 
numbers  of  livestock  on  farms  January  1. 

The  number  of  chickens  and  commercial  broilers  to  be  raised  in  1949 
was  estimated  by  multiplying  the  number  raised  in  1948  6/  by  107  percent. 
This  is  the  intended  purchases  of  baby  chicks  for  1949  as  a  percentage 
of  1948  purchases  as  published  in  the  crop  report  of  February  1,  19^9 • 
The  number  of  turkeys  to  be  raised  in  1949  is  taken  from  the  intentions 
report  issued  in  January.    The  number  of  goats  clipped  was  assumed  to  be 
the  same  as  in  1948.    The  87,627,000  hogs  to  be  fed  was  calculated  by 
adding  55  percent  of  the  51,286,000  spring  pigs  saved  in  1948,  all  of  the 
33,995,000  fall  pigs  saved  in  1948  and  45  percent  of  the  56,500,000 
estimated  number  of  spring  pigs  for  19^9 •    AH  of  these  figures  are  in 
the  pig  crop  report  of  December  1948.    The  number  of  livestock  on  farms 
January  1  and  raised  were  then  multiplied  by  the  factors  for  the  United 
States  for  the  three  kinds  of  animal  units  given  in  tables  2,  4,  and  5. 
The  columns  were  totaled  giving  an  estimate  of  the  animal  units  of  each 
kind  for  the  United  States.    This  is  a  short-cut  method  of  estimating 
animal  units.    In  calculating  the  animal  units  in  the  State  tables  for 
1948-49,  a  similar  process  was  gone  through  for  each  State.    When  the 
animal  units  for  all  the  States  are  added  they  will  give  a  figure  for 
the  United  States  slightly  different  than  that  obtained  by  the  short- 
cut method.    However,  the  short-cut  method  is  sufficiently  accurate  for 
most  purposes  for  estimating  the  total  animal  units  for  the  United  States. 

The  animal  units  for  the  United  States  shown  in  the  charts  and  in 
table  13  have  been  carried  back  to  1910  although  State  data  in  the  tables 
begin  at  1919-20.    The  relative  changes  in  grain- consuming  as  compared 
with  roughage-consuming  animal  units  and  animal  units  of  grain-and  rough- 
age-consuming livestock  since  1909-10  are  shown  in  figure  1.    Grain  con- 
suming units  reached  high  points  in  1922-23,  1932-33,  and  during  the  war 
in  1943-44.    Low  points  were  in  1909-10  and  in  the  drought  of  the  1930' s. 
They  have  been  going  down  since  1943-44  but  in  19*4-9  had  turned  up  from 
the  low  point  reached  in^ 1947-48.    The  total  in  1948-49  is  not  greatly 
different  than  the  total* at  previous  high  points  before  1940,  for  the 
decrease  in  horses  and  mules  has  been  offset  by  increases  in  other 
classes  of  livestock.    Roughage-consuming  livestock  reached  low  points 
in  1911-12,  1927-28,  and  again  after  the  droughts  in  1938-39.  Their 
numbers  have  been  declining  since  the  high  point  of  the  war  in  1943-44 
and  in  1949  were  nearly  as  low  as  previous  low  points  since  1910. 

Changes  in  composition  of  grain-consuming  livestock  since  I909-IO 
are  shown  in  figure  2.    There  has  been  an  increase  in  poultry,  hogs,  and 
dairy  cattle,  and  a  great  decrease  in  horses  and  mules.    During  the  war 
the  great  increase  was  in  hogs  and  chickens. 
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The  changes  in  the  composition  of  roughage-consuming  livestock  since 
1919-20  is  also  very  noticeable  (fig.  3) •    Cattle  have  more  than  replaced 
the  decrease  in  horses  and  mules  and  in  19*4-9  made  up  a  much  larger  part 
of  the  total  than  in  1919-20.    Sheep  have  also  gone  down  sharply  since 
the  early  kO 's  and  are  now  fewer  than  at  any  time  since  1867  when  records 
began. 

The  relative  changes  in  the  importance  of  each  class  of  livestock 
based  upon  the  use  of  all  feed,  including  pasture,  are  shown  in  figure  k. 
Cattle  use  more  than  half  of  the  total  feed,  including  pasture,  that  has 
been  consumed  in  this  country  in  recent  years.    The  total  number  of 
animal  units  of  livestock  in  19k3-kg  is  about  the  same  as  in  191*1-15  > 
but  hogs  and  poultry  are  a  larger  percentage  of  the  total  than  they  were 
then.    The  substitution  of  mechanical  power  for  horse  power  has  permitted 
a  great  expansion  of  food-producing  animals  over  the  last  30  years.
